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ANNUAL  SUMMER  EFFORT. 

The  Annual  Summer  Effort  organised  by  the  Appeals  Committee 
took  place  on  9th  August  last.  The  net  total  of  over  £960  is  unparalleled 
for  a  one  day  effort  in  the  annals  of  the  Hospital.  Such  a  magnificent 
achievement  is  due  entirely  to  the  unselfish  and  unremitting  work  of  our 
many  friends  and  helpers  and  to  the  generosity  of  the  townsfolk  generally, 
for  which  the  Committee  record  their  gratitude.

The  Committee  record  with  pleasure  the  satisfactory  response  made 
to  the  appeal  on  Alexandra  Rose  Day  and  recognise  the  valued  help  given 
by  Mrs.  Horace  Potts  and  her  helpers  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Hospital 
benefited  to  the  extent  of  £159. 

LACON  CUP  COMPETITION. 

This  competition  produced  £68  for  1928,  being  £18  in  excess  of  last 
year’s  total.  The  customers  of  the  “  Royal  Standard  ”  (per  Mr.  A.  T 
Powell)  once  again  secure  the  trophy  Silver  Challenge  Cup  presented  by
